Mental Hearth Services ~ Administered by the Radnorshire County Council. 


Homa Health Services ana 01d Peoples’ Welfare ~The home health services 
are administered by tne Radnorshire County Council. 

Chiropody - A fortnightly service is given to persons over sixty years 
old, This is paid for by the County of Radnor Old Peoples' Committee, but 
the Knighton Old Peoples! Welfare Committee (formed October, 1954 under the 
chairmanship of Mrs C.H-Msdlicott) organises a yearly Flag Day to help mse% 
the cost. Six patients attend fortnightly. 

The Knighton Old Peoples! Welfare Club has 120 members, tea and enter- 
tainment being provided for 70 to & weekly. A yearly outing to the sea~ 
side, with meals provided, is given to some 70 members, Weekly visits are 
made to infirm and invalid old folk by a rota of committee members. About 
£10 yearly is expended on fluiers, fruit and gifts to hospical patients, 
and a rota of visitors from each denomination attend weekly. There is an 
annual party for members, gifts being cent to those unable to be present. 
Ai the old folk receive flowers on their birthdays, those over cighty 
being presented with iced cakes. A sale of work is organised yearly when 
goods made by the old folk are sold, the proceeds going to the above 
mentioned benefits » 


Water Supply ~ (1) (a) The seven chemical analyses taken confirm that the 
water was of good organic purity, (b) The consultants! scheme for improv- 
ing water pressure in the higher arcas wag in preparation. There was 
no shortage of water except in isolated instances where lack of pressure 
was the cause. Two such complaints were removed when the owners renewed 
theix services. (2) Twelve bacteriological examinations were mde of the 
raw water, these indicating that the improvements mentioned in the 1960 
report were maintained. However, further improvements to the Cwm Ifor 
gsourre should still be sought. (3) Tho local authority's water supply has 
« lead atiack in 24 hours of less than 0.04 parts per 100,000 whilst the 
emergency supply from the Elan aqueduct has a lead attack in 24 hours of 
0.) parts per 100,000, (4) The bed of Wylewm brook was concreted where 
1% passes Jackett’s pumping siation, the ohject being to avoid contamina- 
tion of the water in the wmderground tanks.

Ssverage =- Washing facilities for the attendant and other workmen were 
provided at the sewage purification works, The 6" dia. sewer serving 
Ffrydd Read area was protected with a gurround of concrete, Steps were 
taken to repair erceion of tho river hark where it is close to the outfall 
sewer, An additional sludge bed was constructed, The consultants! 
schemes for impvoveronte to the sow.ge works was in proparation, 


livestock Market ~Some lighting imorovoments were carricd outs 


imackers! Yard - This was vell mmgod from the public health aspect. 
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Refuse Removal ~ The refuse collection service was impreved by re-organising 

collection routes 3 and this led to a better service to dwellings in tho 
rural parts of the area, Tipping at Gerth quarry by private persons 

necessitated measures being taken to remody the unsightly conditions, 


Sports and Rsereation -- The Knighton Football Club erected a football stand 
on tha Councs.Lis recreation ground, this being the only addition to the 
facilities described in the 19 report. There are no public swimming 
baths in ths district. 


Demolition and Closing Orders ~The sixteen dwellings referred to in the 
1960 report were demolished, After serving a 'tine-~and-place! notice on 
the owner of one dwelling the Council agreed for the dwelling to be rendered 
fit. Twe closing orders were mdc- 


Housing Improvement Grants - Four grants were made. 


Shops = 1t was not necessary to take any action under the Food Hygiene 
Regulations and Food Byelaws in connection with the cleanliness of equip= 
ment and person, the handling, preparation and display of food, but at one 
shop sanitaizy improvements were begin. 116 cans and other sml1l articlos 
of food, including some pork, boneless beef, cod fillets and fishcakes, 
were condemmed and disposed of in the Council's refuse incinerator, 


igencoream (Heat Treatment » etce) Regulations, 1959 = No action necessary. 


Maat Inspection ~ No slaughterhouses. Mat inspection at butchers! shops 
carried out. Refrigerators properly mintained end used.» 


Roden Control - Service unchanged. No statutory notices were required. 


Transpory « The Eritish Transport Commission made some changes in times 
of express trains serving the Western Region. 


Incustriai Development ~An application made to the Treasury for the pro- 
vision of a Government financed factory in Knighton was successful, and 
the Council agreed to the amount and location of land required, The 
Counell also agreed to find a site for the Mid-Wales Industrial Development 
Association if the Jatter could persuade another industrial concern to 

come inSo the district. The Radnorshire Co, Lid completed their devel— 
opments (meal and grain buildings and plant). 


Road Safety ~ The Council sponsored a Local Road Safety Committee formed 
from members of the Ccuncil and local residents, meetings being held 


quarterly, The Counci. submitted to the Radnorshire . 
County Council drat proposals far the control of street parking which 
mmovided fer "No Yaiting", "Unilateral. Farking" and “One-Way Streots". 


Street Lighting - The 1960 scheme comprising sixteen Group A lighting 
points was completed. Certain "black spots' were also dealt with. 


Dangsrous Buildings +. One building was demolished under Section 58 of the 
Public Health Act, 1936.
